HERE have of late been great 
Heats inthe Affemblies of the E- 
ftates of fome of the Provinces, 
in their Debates about the Publick 
Affairs. Particularly in the Affembly of the 
Quarter of Nimuegen in Gelderland, in 
which Affembly-one or more of the Mem- 
bers having refleéted very hard upon M. 
Welderen, Deputy of the faid Province of 
Gelderland to the States General, that Gen- 
tleman return’d a fharp Anfwer, which draw- 
ing on more hot Words, they fell at laft on 
both fides to very homely Invectives againtt 
each other.

Chair in the faid Affembly, by vertue of his 
being one of tho-Ruling Burgomatters of this 
City,) and the Heer Bailif van Welderen, 
notwithitanding the faid Burgomafter an- 
fwer'd wich great moderation feveral provok- 
ing Expreffions utter'd by the Bailif, the 
latter upon the fermer’s Hefitation to repl 
to a Quettion ftarted by him the faid Bailif 
in an importunate and infolent manner, pro- 
ceeded in his abufive way of {peaking fo far 
asnot to be alham’d to break out into thefe 
Words : Then I muff tell you, that you are a pack 
of Rogues. 
And forafinuch as by the Rules of Com- 


mon Society and Converfation fuch unfeem-. 


ly Expreflions are deem’d extremely injurious 
and unfufferable when fpoken to private 
Gentlemen, and are beyond all Contradicti- 
on yet more offenfive and difrefpectful being 
utter’d to fuch an Illuftrious Affembly as is 
that of the Noble States of the Quarter or 
Diftrict of Nimuegen, and confequently is an 
infufferable Affront upon the Magiftrates of 
this City who have the Hondur'’ to fill the 
Pretidial Chair in the aforefaid honourable

Some common Friends of the faid Magi- 
ftrates and of M. Welderen, (who isa Man 
of Probity and Worth,) interpos’d their good 
Offices to make up this matter ; and the 
Terms of Accommodation being agreed, M. 
Welderen had a private Meeting with the 
faid Magiftrates, and declar’d the Words 
they had taken Offence at were {poken in 
an Excefs of Paflion, and that he was forry 
for them ; and the Magiftrates declard 
they had been too warm and hafty on their 
Part, were forry for it, and would revoke 
their Placard: Accordingly they have done 
it, as follows.
